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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-5, drawn to methods and reagent for determining a substrate 
contained in a haemoglobin-containing sample characterized in that the hemoglobin- 
containing sample is treated with an anionic surfactant selected from among a 
polyoxyethylene alkyl ether sulfate salt, a polyoxyethylene alkylphenyl ether sulfate salt, 
a polyoxyethylene alkyl ether phosphate, a polyoxyethylene alkyl sulfosuccinate, a 
polyoxyethylene alkyl ether carboxylate salt, a polyoxyethylene alkyl ether sulfonate 
salt, triethanolamine lauryl sulfate, an alkyl sulfosuccinate, and an alkylphenyl ether 
sulfonate salt. 

Group II, claim(s) 6 and 9-13, drawn to methods for determining a glycated protein 
concentration employing a surfactant. 

Group III, claim(s) 7, 8 and 9-13, drawn to methods for determining a glycated protein 
concentration employing a nonionic surfactant and/or an anionic surfactant selected 
from among a polyoxyethylene derivative, a polyoxyethylene alkyl ether sulfate salt, a 
polyoxyethylene alkyl ether phosphate ester, triethanolamine lauryl sulfate, an alkyl 
sulfosuccinate, and an alkylphenyl ether sulfonate. 

Group IV, claim(s) 14 and 15, drawn to methods for determining haemoglobin 
concentration comprising treating the sample with a surfactant to release haemoglobin 
from the haemocytes through haemolysis. 

Group V, claim(s) 18, drawn to a method for determining the ratio of haemoglobin Ale 
concentration to haemoglobin concentration. 

The inventions listed as Groups I thru V do not relate to a single general 



inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
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same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: EP 
1223224, EP 1329722, and EP 1304385 disclose methods for assaying the 
presence/amount of a glycated protein wherein surfactants are used. Thus, the use of a 
surfactant cannot be considered an inventive concept. No other technical features 
could be identified which would form a technical relationship among each of the 
separate inventions claimed and which could be considered as a special technical 
feature. 

A telephone call was made to Mr. Corwin Umbach on March 1 , 201 0 to request 
an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election 
being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
